went to Edwin Veigel of Falls 
City, with a score of 82.99 
•with a Ford two-row picker, 
and Don Goering of Auburn, 
who won the picker-sheller di- 
vision with a score of 89.39 
with John Deere equipment. 


It was the first entry in a 


State Corn Picking Contest for 
all three first place winners 
who will represent Nebraska 
at the national contest in 
Adrian, Mich., Oct. 22. 


Haste Made Waste 


Not b e i n g in a hurry 


counted in some of the t o p 
winnings as a heavy growth 
of grass and broken stalks 
created some harvesting prob- 
lems for the contestants. 


Veigel, while the winner in 


his division, was the only en- 
try in the two-row picker di- 
vision that went over his al- 
lotted time to pick his corn. 
The penalty for overtime was 
overcome by getting more 
corn out of his contest site. 


Corn combines made t h e 


best over-all score in the con- 
test as a group. The f i r s t 
four corn combine entries had 
the top four scores in the con- 
test.

City Chamber of Commerce 
ready the contest site on the 
Jim Kirkendall farm proved 
to be a drawback on attend- 


ance as many farmers elected 
to harvest at home rather 
than make the contest. Crowd 
estimates ran from 2,000 to 3,- 
000 persons. 


An innovation for this year's 


contest was a parade of new 
and old equipment displayed 
by nearly 50 exhibitors.

14B of the Taft-Hartley law. 


That section permits t h e 


states to outlaw union shop 
contracts under which work- 
ers are required to join a un- 
ion. 


Won't Let Up 


Dirksen, leading the oppo- 


sition to repeal, said he will 
keep his supporters geared to 
oppose the measure in the 
new session starting in Jan- 
uary. 


The decision to abandon 


the repeal effort was a bit- 
ter defeat for organized la- 
bor leaders, who have long 
held it as their major legis- 
lative aim, and for the John- 
son administration. 


Mansfield said that he did 


not regard the cloture vote 
as in any sense "a judgment 
on the merits of the repeal 
of 14B." 


The vote was, he said, '"a 


failure on a simple procedur- 
al motion, a failure com- 
pounded not only of opposi- 
tion to 14B but of other ele- 
ments in the Senate at this 
time." 


Lapse 


The Senate did not resume 


its debate on the repeal bill 
Tuesday until four hours af- 
ter it convened. The interven- 
ing period was spent on a 


compromise omnibus f a r m 
bill and other matters. 


Sen. Spessard Holland, D- 


Fla., then spoke for an hour 
against the bill and Sen. Ro- 
man L. Hruska, R-Neb., for 
a somewhat shorter period. 
Sen. John G. Tower, R-Tex., 
also made some brief re- 
marks against it. 


The 
successful 
filibuster 


against the motion to take 
up the bill technically began 
Oct. 1 when Mansfield made 
the motion. 


Actually, Dirksen made the 


first speech against it on Oct 
4. The talkfest then w a s 
carried on for seven calen 
dar days including Tuesday 


Asked by a reporter if he 


would try to bring up t h e 
bill again next year, the Mon 
tanan said only, "I have no 
comment at this time." 


Dirksen made it clear he 


will renew the fight against 
the bill if Mansfield does try 
again. 


"If this proposal is wrong 


in October it will be wrong in 
January," he said. He ex- 
pressed the opinion "after 
they go home quite a few of 
the boys are likely to change 
their minds" about support- 
ing the bill.

At Augusta, 60 miles east 


of here, attorneys for Craw- 
fordville Negroes went before 
a three-judge federal panel to 
ask for a sweeping injunction 
to force school integration in 
Taliaferro County and t w o 
neighboring counties. 


The Negroes are challeng- 


ing the closing of the o n l y 
white school here and the 
busing of white students to 
the adjoining counties. 


Before N e g r o students 


staged their noisy sit-in at 
the all-Negro school, Colum- 
bia Broadcasting S y s t e m 
cameraman Laurens Pierce 
was injured when he turned 
his camera toward a 13-year- 
old white youth waiting to 
board the white school buses. 
Suddenly the boy reached up, 


fell to the ground 


Cabe tossed his camera to 


demonstrators d u r i n g the 
scuffle while troopers held 
Sims back. Troopers then ar- 
rested Cabe and the two 
Klansmen.

speech to the nation warning 
that any illegal seizure of in- 
dependence by R h o d e s i a 
"could start a chain reac- 
tion in Africa of which no 
one could see the end." 


The prime minister's words 


were carried by radio to all 
parts of the 21-nation Com- 
monwealth, including R h o - 
desia, 


Wilson announced that Bri- 


tain's high commissioner in 
the Rhodesian capital of Sal- 
isbury took his proposal for 
a commonwealth s u m m i t 
mission to Prime Minister 
Ian Smith Tuesday evening.

one in these lands — all par- 
ties, all our people — when 
I say to Mr. Smith: "Prime 
minister, think again." 


W i l s o n did not specify 


what action Britain might 
take in the event of a Rho- 
desian grab of independence. 
But he did say this: 


"Under our laws, a Rho- 


desia which took its indepen- 
dence by unilateral a c t i o n , 
without the authority of (the 
British) Parliament would be 
acting illegally, in a state of 
rebellion, and we would have 
to act accordingly. But more 
than that. Rhodesia would— 
for all prac'ical purposes —

Septembers On Record In Nebraska 


The Lincoln Weather Bureau made it official Tuesday- 


last month was one of the coldest, wettest Septembers on 
record in Nebraska. 


The Bureau said temperatures were below normal 


during the entire month except for only three or four days, 
and temperatures averaged 12 to 25 degrees below normal 
on a number of days. 


Six of the seven cities with regular weather bureau 


stations—Lincoln, Grand Island, Norfolk, Valentine, North 
Platte and Scottsbluff—recorded the coldest Septembers 
ever. Only Omaha failed to record its coldest September. 


Last month was the wettest September in the north 


central, northeast, central and east central sections of the 
state, according to records dating back to 1931. 


The Bureau said measurable precipitation was reported 


on over half the days at many stations, and'weather could 
be classified as clear on an average of only seven days 
during the entire month.

Enforcement 


Decision 


Recent discussions of regulations gov- 


erning nursing homes anu tlu'-ir enforce- 
ment are a healthy situation for the state. 
The State Health Department has proposed 
new home regulations while the Nebraska 
Nursing Home Association, not opposing 
the new regulations, has stood for improved 
enforcement procedures. Both the associa- 
tion and the state occupy positions that are 
constructive. 


The association has now submitted to 


Gov. Frank B. Morrison, in written form. 


its report on alleged 
nursing home viola- 
tions that have not been 
stopped by the State 
H e a l t h Department. 


The department, in the past, has more or 
less defended its enforcement procedures 
but its case has not seemed to be an ex- 
ceptionally strong one. Now, it is up to the 
governor to make a determination in the 
matter of enforcement. He must determine 
if present enforcement is adequate and, if 
not, what can be done about it. In the case 
of the latter, he obviously has t only two 
choices open to him. 


Either the department is simply doing 


a poor job, which is doubtful, or it lacks 
the manpower to do the job. A lack of 
manpower is the more likely if enforce- 
ment is finally shown to be weak. A short- 
age in this area of things is one that should 
not be permitted as laws without enforce- 
ment are meaningless. 


The association has appeared to be con- 


cerned from a constructive point of view. 
It has not objected to new rules proposed 
by the state, rules which just about any 
newer nursing home today would more 
than meet. These rules are not stringent, 
covering such things as minimum room or 
bed space per occupant, qualifications of 
home administrators and privacy and dig- 
nity for the occupants. 


* 
Proposals have been made, too, for a 


clearer definition of homes. This would 
be an area of great help to the public. 
There are. of course, homes which cater to 
people in various stages of need. Some of 
those in homes are entirely self-sufficient 
while at the other, end you find those who 
are total care residents and in need of 
constant supervision and help. A categoriz- 
ing of homes according to the facilities 
they have would assist the public in its 
use of such facilities and tend to protect 
against excessive charges and neglect 
within the homes. It could also be of assist- 
ance to homes seeking a role in the new 
federal medical care for the elderly pro- 
gram. This program will no doubt involve 


standards of its own but the state require- 
ments should be complementary. 


It is not difficult to understand the 


concern of the association with enforce- 
ment. Rules established and those pro- 
posed co\er those things that would be of 
concern to the occupants of any home, their 
friends and family. Bed space, for instance, 
now requires 90 square feet of space per 
bed in a single occupancy room and 60 
square feet in a multiple bed room. Under 
the new rules, the requirement would go to 
90 square feet per bed in a multiple occu- 
pancy room and 120 square feet per bed 
in a single room. The new regulations 
will also improve standards for heat, ven- 
tilation, humidity, sanitation, safety, pri- 
vacy, light, plumbing, medical attention, 
etc. 


* 
As an example, regular medical care 


must be under the direction, at least, of 
the occupant's personal physician. A total 
of six categories of homes would be es- 
tablished, from day care at the minimum 
end to comprehensive care homes at the 
top, the latter requiring a registered nurse 
to be on duty at all times. 


These are not things in which the av- 


erage home attempts to deceive its occu- 
pants or the public but the protection must 
be there to guard against the operator who 
would take advantage of people if he were 
able to do so. Nursing home administration 
would be improved with regulations requir- 
ing certain educational, experience or vo- 
cational standards. 


Again, these are standards that are 


easily met by at least the newer homes. 


The entire picture as

ing one. How fortunate society is that we 
can talk today in terms of minimum stan- 
dards when the day is not too far in the 
past when nursing homes were almost a 
dreaded word. Commitment to a" nursing 
home in years gone by was tantamount 
to a sentence of solitude, loneliness and 
suffering. Now, no one is committed at 
all to a nursing home but rather, is given 
the opportunity to live in pleasant sur- 
roundings that are calculated to meet his 
needs. 


Such a person is protected against any 


of the infirmities of age that might afflict 
him and can plan on living a life that is 
rewarding and pleasant. With good rules 
and good enforcement a responsibility of 
the state, there will be no exceptions to the 
above generalities that apply to the modern 
nursing or care home. 


Who Discovered America? 


Some scholars have found an ancient 


map which indicates that Leif Erickson, a 
Scandinavian, discovered America 52 years 
before Christopher Columbus sailed his 
three little ships into the western hem- 
isphere. 


If that's all the proof it takes, we will 


accept it, but we will join no movement 
to put an end to Columbus Day. 


Actually we have no idea what group 


of mortals first discovered our continent. 
But we do know that the people we call 
Indians had been here a long time before 
either Leif Erickson or Christopher Colum- 
bus ever existed. We had better hand them 
the big medal for discovery. But we don't 
even know they were the first settlers. 


When we talk about discovering Amer- 


ica we are not talking about who first set 


foot on the land. We are talking about which 
one of our general kind of people got here. 
Leif Erickson may have visited this land 
a half century before Columbus did, but for 
that he is only entitled, to honorable men- 
tion. Nothing ensued here after he had 
come and gone. Our present society had 
its beginning after Columbus made it out 
this way. Because this resulted in the Eu- 
ropeanizing of this land and that finally 
resulted in a number of great western na- 
tions whose culture and heritage show a 
marked resemblance to those of Europe, 
we give Christopher Columbus the credit. 


That seems to be the siz* of it, and 


our concern now is not to haggle over 
names, but to see to it that some strange 
and far away people do not discover us and 
start history all over. 


Smoother Rides Ahead 


City Councilman D. L. Tyrrell took the 


time at this week's meeting of the City 
Council to congratulate the public works 
department of the city for its resurfacing 
of 0 St. This is a project that covered 
nine blocks at a cost of $70,000. 


The improvement fit nicely with the 


recently completed widening and resurfac- 
ing of 0 all the way to 58th from 25th. What 
was once a narrow and bumpy roadway is 
now an easy four-lane arterial that is a 
pleasure to drive. 


One other thing seems a little unique 


in the 0 St. resurfacing project from 16th 
to 25th. This entire job was completed, in- 
cluding the painting of lanes, within three 
days. It was made possible because the 
two contractors, Abel Construction Co. and 
Dobson Bros. Construction, worked togeth- 
er with their crews and equipment.

that the President told Rus- 
sell about the Lockheed con- 
tract.

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full of things no one will buy and a falling 
economy. Russia is now going to re-direct 
its efforts. 


We could tell Russia something funda- 


mental. It is that business men and indus- 
trial producers are one breed of cats and 
politicians another. Each is a specialist in 
his own right. When communism attempts 
to put politicians at the head of such 
things as production, trade and marketing 
it has to assume more talent than any 
man possesses. This is another piece of 
communist thinking that doesn't work out 
in practice. 


The United States has the better way. 


It keeps its politicians in public service 
and allows private enterprise to take care of 
its non-political fields. It is not only the 
best but the cheapest way. 


While Russia is expending its effort get- 


ting its home economy on the main line, 
the United States is making great head- 
way both at home and abroad. The eco- 
nomic warfare for foreign markets is 
greatly one-sided, our way. 


Reducing government to its own field 


is a good piece of advice to Russia and 
safe to give because It will be some time 
before Russia will have to give in and its 
communist ideology is totally against it. 


The Red production and business areas 


contain a basic orror, as basic as its mis- 
take in trying to get agricultural produc- 
tion through collectivism. Those are gaudy 
theories but they can't stand the tost of 
trial.

With his own rating at a low 
level the governor insisted on 
holding an organization rally 
in the city despite Lindsay's 
protest and his firm deter- 
mination to stay away. At 
the rally Rockefeller began 
by saying: "I'm a Republi- 
can and proud of it." 


This was by inference a 


rebuke to Lindsay who quite 
understandably feels the Re- 
publican label is a burden 
in New York and Rockefel- 
ler's embrace a doubtful as- 
set. Not only does his Demo- 
cratic opponent, 
Abraham 


D. Beame, at every oppor- 
tunity refer to him as "mv 
Republican oponent" but he 
speaks of his "financial an- 
gel" Governor Rockefeller. 


Angels — or one time pro- 


fessed angels—are another 
reason for Lindsay's anger. 
He says his campaign is al- 
ready a million dollars in the 
hole. Where, he asks, are 
the summer soldiers who 
talked so big only a short 
time ago about large checks 
and intensive efforts in the 
campaign. 


At the s a m e time he 


speaks bitterly of the sources 
of Beam's campaign money. 


And his is a concern ex. 
pressed in private by respon- 
sible citizens who know the 
magnitude of the problems 
the next mayor must grap- 
ple with. The payoff is a fine 
old tradition in American 
politics. If those who stand 
in line after tne elction 'o 
get paid in favors for cam- 
paign contributions are syn- 
dicate men. c o n s t a n t l y 
pressing to break down the 
barriers of law. the price of 
victory will be too high. 


.Mayor Robert F. Wagner, 


completing his third term m 
the difficult task of admin- 
' istenng the world's largest 
city, has often been faulted 
for his lack of presence, his 
diffident manner, his fail- 
ure to take initiatives. But 
no charge of graft has been 
attached to his name or his 
administration. His associ- 
ates point with pride to what 
he has done in housing and 
education. He has had con- 
stantly 
to scramble 
f o r 


cash, finally 
compromising 


with the Republican gover- 
nor in Albany over the di- 
vision of the city's 5 percent 
sales tax. 


The outcome of the elec- 


tion on Nov. 2 will have na- 
t i o n a 1 repercussions. If 
Buckley's expected 10 per 
cent of the total vote con- 
tributes to Lindsay's defeat 
it will be an invitation to ex- 
tremists elsewhere to follow 
the Buckley example. They 
may not be able to gain of-; 
fice themselves but they can 
insure that moderate liber- 
als in the Republican Party 
are knocked out. 


On the other hand if Lind- 


say should win against very 
great odds it will be proof 
that only by the tactics of 
moderation and acceptance 
of the broad spectrum of so- 
cial change can Republicans 
hope to carry the big cities. 
And despite the skeptics, it

OMAHA—If your mail is a 


trifle late this week, blame 
it on the 61st annual conven- 
tion of the nation's postmas- 
ters. They are all here, in- 
cluding the new postmaster 
general, Lawrence F. O'Bri- 
en, and the Babe Ruth of by- 
gone postmasters general, 
James Aloysius Farley. 


Of course they've left a lot 


of people at home to mind 
the store and take care of 
what has now become a busi- 
ness that handles 72.000,000,- 
000 (billion, yeah) pieces of 
mail per year. The handle 
will rise to 90 billion by 1970. 


Ninety b i l l i o n pieces of 


mail would mean 900 billion 
''readings" by our post of- 
fices because each piece of 
mail has to be read and sort- 
ed as many as ten times or 
more on its journey from 
sender to receiver. 


A 50 per cent cut in han- 


dling time and commensur- 
ate s a v i n g s could be 
achieved if you—yes, you— 
put a zip code on your mail, 
not only the zip code of the 
person to whom you have 
addressed the letter or post- 
card but on your return ad- 
dress. All sorts of electronic 
devices are now or soon will 
be operating in U.S. post of- 
fices, to take care of the 
mountains of mail and speed 
up deliveries. They are ter- 
ribly smart machines, b u t 
not unless you help them 
with your zips. 


The postmasters say it's 


important where the zip code 
is placed on a letter, to get 
the best efficiency out of the 
new machines that feed on 
it. For example, if the zip is 
placed after the name of the 
state to which a letter is go- 
ing, it must begin not less 
than two or more than six 
spaces after the last letter 
in the state name. When the 
zip code is placed at the very 
bottom of an address, indent 
two spaces.

The postmasters assembled 


in Omaha are the end prod- 
uct of one of the world's old- 
est public services. Far as 
we know, the business of 
mailing letters hither a n d 
yon began under Cyrus the 
Great in Persia. He died 529 
years before Christ. The 
Romans picked up the habit 
and spread it through their 
fanned out empire diligently 
enough for it to survive the 
Dark Ages of Europe. 


Postal services were often 


privately owned and operated 
in the Middle Ages. The Brit- 
ish refined the process by 
making 
it 
a government 


function in 1657 while the 


scoundrel Oliver CromweU 
ruled. Eighteen years earlier 
a post office of sorts had 
opened in Boston, and roads 
used by the carriers of mail 
from and to that city became 
known as post roads; indeed, 
the Boston Post Road. 


This 
country didn't 
get 


postage until 1847, and the 
special delivery arrived only 
in 1885, rural delivery a year 
later, and parcel post in 1913.

The postmaster of San An- 
tonio, Tex., received a blis- 
tering letter from a man in 
Denver, Colo., accusing him 
of stealing the man's suit- 
case. The letter closed with 
this demand:

EX-ENVOY: 
Indonesian 
Rerfs Face 
liquidation 


Washington \& — A t o p 


American authority on Indo- 
nesia, former Ambassador 
Howard P. Jones, said Tues- 
day the Indonesian Commu- 
nist Party has suffered a ma- 
jor defeat and is going to 
face liquidation. 


In an interview, Jones said 


the Indonesian Arn>y struck 
bard and fast after the abor- 
tive Sept. 30 coup and prob- 
ably headed off further trou- 
ble from the Communists. 


He said the coup plans had 


been carefully laid "but it is 
possible that someone pulled 
the trigger and fired" before 
the plot had been perfected. 


Seven Years 


Jones, who served as U.S. 


ambassador in Jakarta f o r 
seven years until spring of 
this year, said: 


"I think there has been a 


strong antiCommunist feeling 
in Indonesia among a great 
many people, possibly a ma- 
jority of the people. 


''This has been suppressed 


for a long time, but it has 
been released by the horri- 
ble series of happenings with 
the mutilation and death of 
six generals. 


"I think it is going to be 


very difficult to stop t h e s e 
strong 
anticommunist feel- 


ings, even if somebody wants 
to stop it," Jones said. 


"As far as I can see, Pres- 


ident Sukarno is the princi- 
pal one who wants to stop 
it, because of his own strong 
feeling that the unity of the 
country is the most impor- 
tant thing to preserve. 


'•So I would expect Sukar- 


no to work for unity, as he 
obviously is doing. Now this 
happens to run in the inter- 
ests of the PKI (Indonesian 
Communist Party)." 


The former 
ambassador 


hinted that Communist China 
may have had a hand in the 
coup directed against Sukar- 
no Sept. 30 by Lt. Col. Un- 
tung. 


Army Actions 


Jones said the future turn 


of events would depend a lot 
on the army's action in cen- 
tral and east Java. 


"We must remember that 


in east Java, the major city 
of Surabaya has a Commu- 
nist mayor and central Java 
is a stronghold of the Com- 
munists.

outer mantle of hot electri- 
fied g a s e s a week from 
Wednesday. 


Cunningham disputed a pre- 


diction by Russian astrono- 
mers who said the comet will 
hit the sun. Cunningham pre- 
dicted that the comet would 
reach its closest point to the 
sun at 10:13 p.m. CST, about 
300.000 miles from the solar 
surface. 


Cunningham said there is a 


possibility that the comet will 
be visible b e f o r e sunup 
throughout the United States 
starting Wednesday. Its inten- 
sity will increase, he said, and 
be brightest at dawn Oct. 20. 


Astronomers hope its light 


will be intense enough to 
make the comet visible during 
the day. At any rate it will 
disappear at sunset on Oct. 
20. 


Observers in the mid-Pacif- 


ic and Japan will see it at its 
very brightest, Cunningham 
said, when the sun's heat and 
intense radiation may break 
the comet's head into frag- 
ments. 


Cunningham said the com- 


et is now headed toward the 
sun at the speed of 15 miles 
a second, but that its velocity 
is increasing and it will be 
traveling at 300 miles a sec- 
ond as it passes nearest the 
sun. 


The last comet to pass so 


near the sun, Cunningham 
said, was the great-comet of 
1882.

disallowed certain strike ex- 
penses and a depletion deduc- 
tion on certain mining proper- 
ties.

Labor Government Instigates 
Program To Protect Public 


London (UPI)—The l i t t l e 


man battling government bu- 
reaucracy and red tape will 
no longer have to go it alone. 
Under a new policy announc- 
ed Tuesday he will have an 
official representative and at 
no cost. 


A Labor government white 


paper said the independent of- 
ficer—or ombudsman — will 
be named by the crown, back- 
ed by powers of the high 
court, safe from dismissal by 
embarrassed department 
heads and independent of the 
executive. 


But there's one hitch. 
Members of the public will 


not be able to approach him 
directly. They must appeal to 
members of Parliament who 
will refer their cases to the 
ombudsman. 


The t e r m 
ombudsman 


comes from the Scandinavia 
"folketingets 
ombudsmand" 


which is the name given to 
c o l l e c t e d commissioners 
charged with civil and mili- 


tary administration. Sweden, 
Finland, Denmark and New 
Zealand have such offices. 


The L a b o r government 


hopes the plan will increase 
confidence in the government 
by "enabling complaints about 
administrative action to be 
fully and impartially investi- 
gated so that if a grievance 
'is justified it may be reme- 
died," the white paper said. 


The ombudsman will be cri- 


.couraged to hold his hearings 


i informally. If the compl?:nt 


is justified his recommenda- 
tions will be sent to the gov- 
ernment p a r t y concerned. 
The 
department, 
however, 


\\ill not be legally required 
to do so. Only an act of Par- 
liament can require them to 
act on a complaint. 


The announcement gave no

A great many bids have a 


conventional meaning, that 


is, the partnership attributes 
a particular meaning to a 
specific bid under certain 
circumstances. 


Thus, most players use the 


Blackwood f o u r notrump 
convention as a means of 
investigating the number of 
aces (or kings) partner has, 
but some players prefer to 
use the Gerber four c l u b 
convention as the starting 
point for this inquiry. 


The Gerber convention is 


especially valuable in cases 
where partner opens the bid- 
ding with one (or two) no- 
trump. A jump response of 
four clubs requests the open- 
er to show the number of 
aces held by him as part of 
the notrump bid. 


There is some confusion 


among Blackwood players 
about the meaning of a raise 


of one (or two) notrump to 
four notrump. Most authori- 
ties agree that this bid mere- 
ly invites a slam in notrump 
and has nothing to do with 
Blackwood. However, many 
players think otherwise and 
treat the jump to four no- 
trump as a Blackwood bid 
asking for aces. 


With the Gerber conven- 


tion, there is no such con- 
fusion. In the case before us, 
South can predict the num- 
ber of tricks his side w i l l 
make by learning how many 
aces North has. He there- 
fore jumps to four clubs. 


North goes up the ladder 


in responding to four clubs. 
Four diamonds would show 
no aces, four hearts one ace, 


four spades two aces, and 
four notrump three aces. 


When South gets the four 


notrump response, he jumps 
to six diamonds, knowing 
that precisely twelve tricks 
can be made. He does not 
know which ace his s i d e 
lacks, but he does know that 
a slam in diamonds is al- 
most certain to be made. 


Note that if North had only 


two aces, South would be 
able to stop at five d i a - 
monds, but note also that if 
South, playing Blackwood, 
responded to one notrump, 
with four notrump. North's 
five heart reply to show two 
aces would lose the possibil- 
ity of playing the hand at 
five diamonds.

Stale Championship Or Jamboree? 


Four Nebraska golf pros—Bud Williamson of Lincoln, 


Bob Popp of Omaha. Bob Legenza of Beatrice and Al 
Beister of Fremont—plus State PGA secretary John Schu- 
macher have been given the assignment of deciding 
whether the Nebraska State Amateur Golf Tournament in 
the future will be a state championship meet or a golf 
jamboree 


The decision likely will be made by Popp and Beister 


since Williamson, Legenza and Schumacher already have 
voiced strong opinions on their preferences. 


Unfortunately only Williamson of the three with their 


minds made up wants to make a championship affair out 
of it. The other two apparently would prefer a jamboree. 


''Why should we limit the field?" argues Legenza. ''It's 


those people who are shooting 90s and up that are buying 
the golf balls." 


A good point if we are going to conduct the state 


tournament to sell balls rather than decide a golf champion. 


And just because he doesn't get to play in the state 


tournament doesn't mean the 90 shooter is going to give 
up the game or quit buying balls. 


The golfers who are going to be eliminated if the field 


is cut are the same ones who will stand at the Scoreboard 
of a weekend tournament hoping their 95 puts them at the 
top of the eighth flight rather than at the bottom of the 
seventh flight. 


Against American Way 


And isn't this attitude against the American way of 


life? Shouldn't that golfer have been happier with a 94 that 
would have put him in a higher flight, even at the bottom? 


If you're going to include all the 90 and up shooters in 


the state tournament, then why not give handicaps and 
run it like the bowling tournaments are run so the best 
golfer or bowler can't possibly win. 


Make it better to be a bad golfer like they do in 


bowling so that you get a handicap that can make you 
the winner. Take the premium off trying to improve and 
trying to do your best. 


How would you feel if your doctor didn't try his best 


when he treats your little girl? Or how would you feel if 
your lawyer didn't do his best in handling your tax case? 


By allowing an unlimited number of people to play in 


the state tournament, you are taking the premium off 
competition. 
• 


"Our job is to promote golf," Legenza says 
"Our job is to upgrade golf," Williamson argues in 


disagreement. 


Eliminations Elsewhere 


You have eliminations in most other competition to 


decide state champions. The high school basketball field 
is cut to 32 teams. The high school track field is cut to a 
certain number of qualifiers. . 


The athletes who make it to the state competition in 


these sports feel it an honor. Playing in the state golf 
tournament should also be an honor, not a right. 


We do not go along with cutting the field quite as 


severely as was done at the Lincoln Country Club this year 
where only 75 survived the cut. 


Popp has suggested 100 for a number. "Anyone who 


can't make the top 100 should go back home and go to 
work anyway," Popp argues. "And you aren't going to 
miss any good golfers by cutting it at 100." 


The Nebraska pros owe it to the golfers of the state 


to set up a format with qualifying rounds, cutting the field 
to 100 or 125. Then the golfer knows what he has to shoot 
for every year and it might encourage him to try a little 
harder. 


Those who argue against cutting the field say, "Why 


keep the fellow out who supports golf?" 


Our argument, why make it uncomfortable for the 


good caliber players by requiring them five and one-half 
or six hours to get around the course just so 300 duffers 
can play with the goal of being first in the eighth flight 
instead of last in the seventh. 


It should be a championship event, not a jamboree. 


UPI SAYS 
Huskers Still 
Top Longhorns

New York (UPI) — Nebras- 


ka, the country's top-ranked 
major college football team, 
is banking on help from an old 
adversary in its quest for the 
national championship. 


The undefeated Buskers, 


who have steamrolled their 
first four opponents of the sea- 
son, today retained their No. 
1 position in balloting by 
United Press International's 
toard of coaches but barely 
managed to hold off Texas. 


The Longhorns, also 4-p, 


iiaye a formidable obstacle in 
their path this weekend, how- 
ever, when they tangle with 
third-ranked Arkansas at Fay- 
etteville. Arkansas, which de- 
feated Nebraska in the Cotton 
Bowl last Jan. 1, could do the 
Huskers a favor by beating 
Texas and at the same time 
move into a challenging posi- 
tion for the national title. 


Nebraska received 13 first- 


place votes and 319 points- 
two more than last week— 
from the 35-man coaching 
board for a slim margin over 
Texas, which drew 14 first- 
place ballots and 311 points. 
Arkansas held a shaky t w o- 
point l e a d over Michigan 
State, 247 to 245 for third 
place. 


Michigan State, which re- 


ceived six first-place votes to 
one for Arkansas, also faces 
a tough opponent in rejuve- 
nated Ohio State, ranked 14th. 


While other members of the 


top 10 face stiff tests on Sat- 
urday, Nebraska meets win- 
less Kansas State, which has 
scored only 16 points in losing 
its first four starts. 


The Huskers, on the other 


hand, have scored at will, roll- 
ing up 142 points to 31 for the 
opposition, thanks to a mas- 
sive line and a small fullback, 
157-pound Frank Solich. 


Georgia remained fifth in 


the ratings with, 165 points as 
each of the top five teims 
held its ground. Notre Dame, 
Alabama and Oregon, howev- 
er, all hit the skids with Ore- 
gon (No. 10 last week) dropp- 
ing completely ont of the rat- 
ings. 


Notre Dame, despite a 17-0 


victory over stubborn Army, 
slipped from sixth to eighth 
while Purdue and Southern 
California, with identical 3-0- 
1 marks, moved into a tie 
for the vacated sixth position. 


Alabama dropped 
f r o m 


ninth to llth and its spot was 
filled by Mississippi State, 
which jumped a notch from 
10th, while another Southeast- 
ern Conference power, Flori- 


da, vaulted from 18th to 10th. 


Southern Cal, which relies 


on a running attack b u i l t 
around halfback Mike Gar- 
rett, also encounters a rugged 
foe Saturday in Stanford, 
which moved into a tie for 
\lth with Colorado and Ken* 
tucky on toe basis of its 17- 
14 defeat of Oregon. 


Duke vaulted four spots to 


12th, Missouri moved up one 
notch to 13th and West Vir- 
ginia jumped two steps to 
15th. Louisiana State, which 
had its hands full in beating 
Miami (Fla.), dropped o n e 
spot to 16th and U.C.L.A. en- 
tered the top 20 for the first 
time this year in 20th posi- 
tion.

no validity to his admission 
to the Georgia bar when he 
was 23.

ABA's standing committee on 
the federal judiciary, testi- 
fied that so far as its investi-

ran a c r o s s receipted bills 
from 1933, the nadir of the 
depression. They were a dra- 
matic reminder of the tre-

crease in the 
cost of living 
in the last 32 
years. 


Then regis- 


tered nurses 
were charg- 
ing $9.50 for 
12 hours pri- 
vate duty at 
a hospital, 
c o m p a r e d 
Rukeyser 


with $23 today for eight hours. 
A good New York hospital 
room was available for $8.50 
a day, and now room charges 
run up to $58 daily. 


At the same time, tuition 


at a major eastern universi- 
ty cost $10 a point, a point 
representing 
o n e hour of 


classroom work per week per 
s e m e s t e r . Recently the 
charge climbed to $57.50. 


Fortunately for social sta- 


bility, shifts in the purchas- 
ing power of money take 
place slowly and almost im- 
perceptibly. Since a dollar is 
always worth 100 cents, the 
unthinking are 
only dimly 


aware that it can depreciate 
in buying power. The whole is- 
sue is beclouded in technicali- 
ties which few understand. 
My late colleague, Arthur 
Brisbane, was wont to re- 
mark "Nobody understands 
m o n e y." If the multitudes 
recognized the impact of po- 
litical blue sky and financial 
malpractices by public office- 
holders, which depress the 
true value of saved dollars, 
they would be making vigor- 
ous vocal protests. 


Practical Impact 


But the human mind tends 


to be anesthetized in respect 
to the practical impact of in- 
flation. T h e average guy 
hopes to beat the game by 
receiving enough more in in- 
come dollars from salary, 
dividends, and rents to be bet- 
ter off. 


As a matter of fact, the di- 


lution of buying power of mon- 
ey by inflation in this country 
has been in part offset by the 
increased t a l e n t s of the 
process engineers who initiat- 
ed enormous technological ad- 
vances. 


This meant that inflation, 


emulating an iceberg, showed 
only part of its dimensions— 
the part t h a t was visible 
above the water level. Much 
of the inflation has been nega- 
tive, depriving customers of 
the p r i c e reductions which 
otherwise would have been 
justified by growing industri- 
al productivity. 


Be that as it may, even slow 


i n f l a t i o n has a big effect 
through long periods of time. 


Faster Creep 


Right now, there is sensiti- 


vity among sophisticated ob- 
servers to rising prices. The 
informed are not at this time 
expecting runaway inflation, 
but—in the phrase of one 
commentator—a "faster creep 
than in recent years." 


The thrust upward is re- 


flected in higher labor costs, 
resulting from higher w a g e 
rates, as in the recent steel 
contract, and other factors, in- 
cluding increased overtime at 
penalty rates and a scarcity 
of workers with the desired 
skills. 


On top of the business boom, 


heterodox government policy 
is tending to heat up the na- 
tional economy. At a time of 


continuing good times, the Ad- 
minisl ration 
is 
deliberately 


perpetuating federal bir'°e< 
tary deficits. The stepping 
q 


of military effort in So 
i 


Viet Nam is reversing J e 
earlier trend toward reduc:iop 
in the size of the planned 
budgetary deficits. 


Another new ingredient is 


in the picture. The adminis- 
tration, seeking to prolong tne 
boom and stimulate the t«rn- 
po of national e c o n o m i c 
growth, declines to choose 
between 
guns 
and 
butter. 


Specifically, the federal poli- 
cy 
refrains 
from 
making 


room for increased govern- 
ment expenditures in South 
Viet Nam through economies 
in the domestic social pro- 
gram. 


Capacity Peak 


As a result of expanding 


governmental demand 
f o r 


goods and services on top oi 
heavy boom-time consumer 
and business equipment buy- 
ing, there is a trend to get 
nearer to the capacity peak of 
s o m e 
industries, 
despite 


heavy investment in new fa- 
cilities. 


The 
reduction of 
profit 


margins, that is, the return 
per dollar of sales, is being 
concealed from popular atten- 
tion because heavy volume oi 
business has brought t o t a l 
corporate profits higher. 


Already insiders at Wash- 


ington are trying to appraise 
the impact of these develop- 
ments on prices. 


Prediction is hazardous, but 


some forecasters speak of a 
3% rise in wholesale prices 
over the next twelve months, 
especially for items that cor- 
porations purchase. 


Some expect a rise in the 


cost of living index of at least 
29o. The average rise in re- 
cent years has been around 
1.2%.

Universe Seen 
As A Mosaic 


. . . BY DR. TELLER 


Seattle >-•?>—Nuclear physi- 


cist Edward Teller t u r n e d 
from the infinitely small to 
the infinitely vast Tuesday 
and saw the universe as "a 
mosaic of galaxies, of matt- 
er and antimatter" 
t h a t 


sometimes may collide. 


When they do, Dr. T e l l e r 


to (I the National Academy of 
Sciences, the result may well 
be the brightest, most distant 
object yet observed in space, 
which astronomers call quas- 
ars. 


Quasar is short for 
the 


quasi-stellar (starlike) objects 
sighted in the past few years 
close to the edge of the ob- 
servable universe. 


H-Bomb Fame 


Dr. Teller, famed for re- 


search leading to the devel- 
opment of the hydrogen bomb, 
said the energy necessary to 
drive light and radio waves 
across many billions of bil- 
lions of miles could not 
come from collisions of ordi- 
nary galaxies. 


"Though gravitational col- 


lapse, in which galaxies fall 
inward upon themselves with 
such force that a tremendous 
explosion occurs, could ex- 
plain the energy," he said, 
"quasars continue sending out 
light and radio waves much 
longer than would be likely if 
t h e y were collapsing gal- 
axies." 


Dr. Teller said it was ex- 


ceedingly unlikely that a qua- 


sar would occur close enough 
to cause concern on earth. 


"Our galaxy is part of a 


galactic cluster," he said, 
"and no quasar has yet been 
observed in a cluster." 


In an interview he added: 


"It is probable that quasars 
are not a single event, a sin- 
gle explosion, but a succession 
of individual events t a k i n g 
place in the same galaxy. 


•'The energy available in 


the collision of a galaxy with 
an anti-galaxy is a m i 11 i on 
times greater than anything 
so far observed. It is clear, 
however, that most of t h e 
matter in the areas of the 
quasars has not been annihi- 
lated. 


Speculates 


"It seems likely that the 


tremendous event we know as 
quasars may result from col- 
lision of small parts of gal- 
axies, of stars with exception- 
ally dense interstellar matter 
called protostars." 


Calling the universe "a mo- 


siac of galaxies, of matter 
and antimatter," the Univer- 
sity of California physicist 
said quasars "probably occur 
when an exceptionally f a s t- 
moving runaway galaxy col- 
lides with a similarly speedy 
antigalaxy." 


He said that if quasars are 


the resul"" of such collisions 
they should give off a cer- 
tain kind of gamma radiation 
and that attempts to detect 
this are under way. 


Hoover Asks Enlarged 
Ffif-Pofice Academy 


Washington (M—If J. Edgar

several miles from the FBI's 
firing ranges at the Marine 
base 25 miles from Washing- 
ton. This would be abandoned 
for a much larger and more 
elaborate 
building adjacent 


to the ranges. 


It 
would 
include 
living 


quarters, classrooms, offices 
and special training r o o m s 
now dispersed around t h e 
academy grounds. 


The peace officers attend- 


ing the academy would con- 
tinue to divide their time be- 
tween Quantico and FBI head- 
quarters in the Department of 
Justice here. The new acad- 
emy plant would have little 
effect on regular FBI agents 
in training except to m a k e 
their life at Quantico m o r e 
convenient. 


Hoover, with some 6,200 


agents at his command, has 
no plans to expand the Bureau 
he has headed for more than 
41 years. 


Assistant 


J. P. Mohr, a special as- 


sistant to Hoover, told a House 
appropriations subcommittee 
in testimony made p u b l i c 
Tuesday: "The urgency f o r 
the academy at this time is 
to gear it with the President's 
drive to do something about 
crime. . . to reduce crime, if 
possible."

He said that processing only 


200 officers a year, ''we are 
only making a dent in the 
problem.

Survey Shows 
Capitol Weak 


Washington (UPI) — The 


west front of the U.S. Cap- 
itol, faping the Washington 
Monument, 
is 
dangerously 


weak and "just staying in 
place by the grace of God." 


So said Capitol architects 


in testimony released Tues- 
day. They told a House ap- 
propriations 
subcommittee 


recently that $31 million is 
needed to repair the crumb- 
ling wall. \Vhile they're at 
it, the architects suggested, 
workers could enlarge t h e 
west side of the building to 
include more meeting rooms, 
restaurants and offices. 


The Capitol's controversial 


architect, J. George Stewart, 
and his aides envisioned the 
possibility of using the pic- 
turesque west front for fu- 
ture 
presidential 
inaugura- 


tions. The east front is the 
traditional site for these cere- 
monies. 


Assistant Architect Mario 


CampioH said a $102,000 ex- 
amination of the west front, 
completed 
last 
s u m m e r , 


turned up many hazardous 
conditions. He displayed pho- 
tographs and other exhibits of 
cracked stone, displaced and 
weak joints and other weak- 
nesses. 


He said one wall of the 


west front had moved more 
than four inches out from its 
stone backup. Wrought iron 
works and clamps have rust 
ed completely away, he re- 
ported. 


The s u r v e y resulted in 


emergency shoring with tim- 
bers of the walls and roof 
of the central part of t h e 
west front, beneath the dome 
area. This cost $39,000. 


The engineers who exam- 


ined the s t r u c t u r e re- 
commended repairs be made 
to the existing walls rather 
than 
replacing them, b u t 


called for extension of t h e 
building to further strength- 
en it, 


Stewart asked for $300,000 


to get plans prepared for the 
project. His assistant said i 
the money is approved this 
year, the job could be startec 
next spring.
